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a HE ſtudy of languages is a matter ſo imp in it 
ſelf, ſo uſeful to mankind, and 10 eſſential ia the 


various branches of literature, that men of the greateſt 


genius and moſt diſtinguiſhed abilities, have applied them- 
ſelves with the utmoſt aſſiduity to the cultivation bf it. 
This has given riſe to a vaſt number of dictionaries of the 
moſt conſiderable dead and living languages; and as theſe 


have been publiſhed at different times, every ſucceeding. 


work has been uſeful for correcting the miſtakes, and ſup⸗ 
plying the defects of that which preceded it. 
The Engliſh language is now arrived at its greateſt 
perfection, may juſtly vie with any living language in the 
world, and is become the ſtudy and admiration of the 
literati in foreign parts. It is certain, that the French, 
though now ſpoken in every court of Europe, falls far 
ſhort of it, with regard to conciſeneſs, purity, and ſtrength 
of expreſſion, and its peculiar ſuitableneſs for every ſpe- 
cies of ſublime and elegant writing, as well as its being 
remarkably adapted to convey the free and manly ſenti- 
ments of Britiſh ſubjects. The ſtudy of this noble and 
graceful language ought therefore to be cultivated with 
the warmeſt zeal, and the pure fountains of it, the learn- 
ed and elaborate treatiſes of ſuch of our countrymen 
as have excelled in accuracy and purity of dition, caft- 


fully peruſed, in order to diſcover the different mean- 


ings in which the words of our language are uſed. By this 
means, as Mr Johnſon - juſtly obſerves, the reader who 
knows the different periods of the language, and the time 
of its authors, may judge of the elegance and prevalence 
of any word, or meaning of a word; and may know what 
are antiquated, what are unuſual, and what -are recom- 
mended by the beſt authority. And it is no ſmall honour 
to North Britain, that it has of late furniſhed ſeveral lite- 
rary productions, that are univerſally allowed to be ot 
equal merit with the beſt of thoſe compiled by our 
brethren in the ſouthern part of the iſland. b 
Of late years ſeveral diQtionaries of the Engliſh lan- 
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giage have appeared; all of which have been favourably 


received by the public; and the merit of moſt of them 1s 
confeſſed ; but none of them comparable to that large and 
elaborate dictionary publiſhed, in 1 7 55, by Mr Samuel 

ohnſon, who with indefatigable induſtry has, from the 
beſt authorities, corrected the miſtakes, retrenched the ſu-

re him; and conſiderably increaſed the number of words. 
In tompiling the following work, we have carefully ſe- 
lected every thing valuable to be found in former dictiona- 
ries; and as Mr Johnſon's plan is certainly the beſt, we 
have conformed more to it than to any other. | 
As it has been a long and Jul: complaint, that dictiona- 
ries were printed on too ſmall a type, adapted only to 
ſchoolboys and perſons in-the flower of their age, we were 
adviſed to print this work with a larger type, to make it 
more generally uſeful. This is one reaſon, atnong others, 
why we have dropt, almoſt entirely, the derivation of 


words; chufing rather to he large in the enumeration of 


their meanings, than to launch out into tedious accotints of 
their etymologies and derivations; many of which are at 
beſt but matter of mere conjecture. = | 
Cate has been taken to point out all the parts of ſpeech ; - 
te place the accents properly, fo as to prevent a vitious 


pronunciation; to omit no good Engliſh word, with its 


moſt conſiderable acceptations ; and to reduce the ſpelling 
to an uniform and conſiſtent ſtandard ; to which laſt article 
we have been particularly attentive. 

In fine, in compliance with the tuſtom of others, and 
at the deſire of proper judges, we have prefixed a grammar 
of the Engliſh language, collected from the lateſt Writers 
on that ſubject. | 
It ſhall only be added, that as we have tndeavotred to 
have this work as complete as poſſible, fo as to correſpond 
in ſome meaſure to its title; we leave the merit of it to 
be canvaſſed by the impartial Public, hoping for their fa- 
yourable acceptance of our labours, as this is the firſt work 
of the kind that has been attempted in Scotland.

C H A P. III. Of Erymotocy: 


Truotocr teaches the derivation of one word from another, and the va- 
rioat modifications by which each word is diverſified. 

Wotds are either primitive or derivative. A primitive word is that which is de- 
fived from no other word in our language, as hall. A derivative word is that which 
comes from ſome other word in our language, as 4 her from f/þ. 

Words are again divided into eight ſorts, as, Noun, Pronoun, Verb, Participle, 
Adverb, Conjunction, Prepoſition, Interjection. 

Ihe firſt four, viz, noun, pronoun, verb, and participle, are declined ; but the 
laſt four, adverb, conjunction, prepoſition, and interſection, are not declined. 

Peclenfion means the altering of the laſt ſyllable of a word. 

A noun is a general word made uſe of to convey the idea of any thing, or the 
quality belonging to it; and is therefore ſubdivided into ſubſtantive and adjective. 

A noun ſubſtantive is the dame of the thing itſelf, as a man. 

A noun adjeQtive is a word that expreſſes only the qualities or properties of a thing, 
as good, bad, wiſe, | 

To diſtinguiſh a ſubſtantive from an adjective, join a verb to it, and if it makes 
ſenſe, it is a ſubſtantive, but on the contrary, an adjective. Thus, if I join the 
verb ſee to 4 man, it makes this ſentence, I ſee a man; which is ſenſe, and the 
word man is conſequently a ſubſtantive ; but if we join ſce to avi/e, we form this ſen- 
tence, I ſee a wiſe, which being nonſenſe, the word wiſe is conſequently an adjective. 

Subltantires are ſubdivided into proper, or common. 

A noun ſubſtantive common, or appellative, is a word which ſtands for an uniyer- 
fal, or a wholz rank of beings of the ſame kind, as man, bird, river, trout, eel. 

A noun ſubſtantive proper, is a word that belongs to ſome individual, and 
diſtinguiſhes it from others of the ſame kind; as Anne is a name which belongs to 


—_— woman, and is uſed to diſtinguiſh her from others of the ſame ſex or

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NomMBER. Subſtantives may likewiſe be conſidered as applied to one or more,

Compariſon is the act of ſetting two or more things together in the mind; in or- 
der to find out their agreement or diſagreement ; but by grammatical compariſon, we 
mean comparing two or more qualities, whereby we are able io affirm, that the one is 
more or leſs, or poſſeſſed of any quality in the higheſt degree: ſo of three ſoft things, 
we, by comparing them together, find three degrees of ſoftneſs, the one being ſofter 
than the fielt, and the third the /o/teft of the three. Hence we have three degrees 
of compariſon, viz. the pofitive, the comparative, and the ſuperlative. _ 

| — Poſitive expreſſes the quality of a thing ſimply, without any compari ſon in 
cluded, as ; 

The — — heightens or leſſens the ſenſe of the politive, and dengtes, that 
the thing compared enjoys any quality in a greater or leſs degree than the thing it 15 
compared with; as; This wool 1s Valter, or, She is a fairer woman. 

The Japerlarive heightens. the leaſe of the poſitive in the higheſt, or diminiſhes ir 
io the lowelt degree; or elſe ſhews that a perſon or thing poſſeſſes any quality to 
ſuch a degree, as nothing can go beyond or equal them; as, the wiſc/# man; i. e. one 
who has not his equal, or canndt be ſurpaſſed in wiſdom. - 

The comparative degree is formed or made by adding er to the poſitive ; thus to 
form the comparative of fair we add er, which makes fairer. But if the poſitive 
ends with an e final, we add only r; thus, to form the comparative of aiſe, we add 
only an r, which makes wiſer.
